Washington, Ju ly 27 .— The senate^ 
b\ a vote of 36 to 18, last night, pass­ 
ed the house excise tax bill, whicti 
would extend the eorj)oration tax laif* 
to the business of individuals and co­ 
partnerships and private firms on in­ 
comes in excess of $5,000. 
The bill, 
as passed, included a provision fo r 
the repeal of the Canadian reciprocity 
act, and a substitution of a $2 a tom 
rate on print paper, and a nonpartisan 
tariff board. 
Senator Borah’s income* 
tax bill was defeated.

Republican 
insurgents 
and 
Democrats again united and put the 
measure through as they had passed 
the La Follette wool tariff bill the 
night before. 
The passage of the excise bill be­ 
came certain early in the day, and the 
Republican leaders offered little op­ 
position to it. 
Senator Borah, in a 
fight to have his income tax bill sub­ 
stituted for the “ tax on
